THE WATER WORK . 


Twelfth Annual Report of the Pres- | 
ident and Directors — Additional 
Reservoir Capacity Needed. | 
The twelfth annual report of the Presideat 

ard Directors of the Louisville Water Com 

pany has just deen iseucd. Mr. W. F. Bir- 
rt, the President, in his report says: The | 
works have pow supplied the city with water 
tor nine years, with as little interruption as | 
could have been expected. Prior to 1867, the 
officers of the company discovered the sup- | 
p!y of water was short In many localities, and 
well knowing that the deficiency would con 
staptly increase, applied to the city Council 
ſor id to remedy the defect. The aid was | 
granted acd the work of laying an additional | 
main pipe of thirty Inches in diameter was 
inaugurated August, 1867. It was then sup- 
posed that three years would be consumed la 
completing the enterprise, but the same was 
(fected im less than two years and three | 
months. This expedition is mainly attribu- 
table to the constant and indefatigable energy 
of Mr. Chas. Hermany, with those under his 
charge. And now, since these lines are com- 
pleted, we can rest satisfied of an abundant 
end sure supply of water for a number | 
of years to come. It was estimated 
at the tme this work woud cost 
$445,000, and the Directors hoped, with the | 
proceeds of the five hundred one theusand | 
dollar bonds, issued for that purpose, by the 
city, and what could be saved from the earu- 
ings of the company (after laying the required | 
distributing pipe), to de enabled to accom- 
plish the work, but it has cost, up to hies 
date, only the eum of $357,077 14. Of this 
eum $324,104 89 has been raised by sale of

four hundred and thirteen of said bonds, and 


$32,972 25 taken from the receipts of the | 
company for water. It will thus be seen that 
ibe work bas been accomplished for many 
thousand dollars less than the estimate, a cir- 
cumstance rerely occurring tv the construc- 
tion or management of public works. 

Whilst the city thus has an abundant and 
sure supply of water, it has sot always a sup 
ply of pure water, to much needed and so 
often demanded. Tals cannot be 
without additional reservoir capacity, and it is 
reepectfully suggested to the General Council, 
in order to keep pace with the improvement 
of the age (in this respect at least), that pro- 
ceedings should be put on foot to effect It. Sev- 
eral yeare will be required to construct the 
requisite works. The company is in a most 
healthy ficancial condition, having no labil 
ties except the mortgage debt of $200,000, 
and ample mesns can be secured for its ertin- 
zuishment at maturity. 

It is to be regretted that tbe citizens are 80 
ov to become consumers of water, and their 
tard ness cap Only be eccounted for by the 
very abundant supply of well water, and the 
ease with which cisterns can be constructed 
A matter greatly to be regretted is the uni- 
veresl and constant waste of water en private 
premises. It is, however, a complaint um- 
versally made by the managers of like ſustitu- 
tiova. 

According to the report of the engineer, 
005,707,175 gallons of water were distributed 
during the year, an average of 18.3 gallons per 
day to each inhabitant. The total cost of 
maintaining the works was $126,296 63, and 
the rerenue $106,006 96. Deficit, $71,159 67.
